Important For New Students 

Just a word of notice and advice to young people 
coming to Berea this ymt. 

In the hrst place, everv one must have the neces- 
" sary amount to make the hrst payment on sdiool hills. 
On account of the difference in the. price of hoard, the 
boys will pay more upon entering than the girls. Boys 
in the Vocational and Foundation Schools must have 
$22.4.S; Acadrmy and .Normal, $24.85; and C'ollejje, 
135.85. (j4rls must have 521.75 for the Vocational and 
Potmdation Schools; $24.15 for the Normal and Acad- 
emy; and f.VS.I5 for tlie Colli j.;e. This indmles the 
dollar de|N>sit but does not include special courses like 
Stenography, Music, and clothes, books and stationery. 

After the si hool liilN \m\r been p:iid, each student 
should have two or three dollars in change to take care 
of laundry and other necessary expenses. 

Another important thing is that no personal checks 
will be endorsed by member^ of the faculty. All bills 
must >>e paid in caah, noMjr order, orcaaMer's cnrtiftod 
check.
